What  s  it  worth?  “What’s  it  REALLY  worth?’1  As  an  exonumist,  a 
numismatist,  and  an  all-around  collector,  these  two  questions  just  drive 
me  nuts.  I’m  usually  not  one  to  keep  track  of  pet  peeves,  but  if  I  did, 
these  two  questions  would  be  right  at  the  top  of  my  list! 

We  all  collect  silver  bars/rounds  or  we  wouldn’t  belong  to  this  club. 

Or,  at  least  I  think  we  all  collect  silver  bars/rounds.  Maybe  some  of  you 
joined  the  club  for  exercise.  You  like  to  walk  out  to  the  mailbox  and 
back,  waiting  for  your  Silver  Bugle  to  arrive.  Or  maybe  some  of  you 
belong  to  I  AS  AC  so  you  can  win  a  Brain  Teaser  prize.  Or  maybe  you 
are  a  masochist  you  punishes  yourself  by  reading  my  president’s  column 
in  each  issue.  But  the  majority  of  us  belong  to  I  AS  AC  because  we  enjoy 
collecting  silver  ART.  If  you  just  wanted  to  buy  bullion,  you  could 
purchase  it  in  1,5,  10,  or  100-ounce  bars  from  SilverTowne,  Engelhard, 
or  some  other  refiner  and  be  done  with  it.  But  that’s  not  what  this  club  is 
about.  We  want  ART  bars  and  rounds. 


Now  what  is  art?  Remember  art,  like  beauty,  is  in  the  eye  of  the 
beholder.  And  that  brings  me  back  to  my  first  line  of  this 
essay. . .  ’’What’s  it  worth?”  Would  you  pay  $5  for  the  Mona  Lisa?  S50? 
$500  ?  $5  trillion?  Most  of  us  are  limited  to  what  we  can  pay  for 
something  because  we  are  not  rich.  So,  therefore,  each  one  of  us  has 
developed  our  own  sense  of  worth.  What  some  object  equals  in 
monetary  terms  to  me  might  be  different  from  the  next  club  member.  I 
Remember  1  like  enameled  bars  and  rounds.  I’d  kill  for  those  Hershey 
chocolate  bars  in  enameled  form.  Why?  Is  it  a  genetic  flaw  in  my 
nature?  Too  many  years  teaching  8th  grade  English  to  13-15  year  olds? 
Mercury  poisoning  from  eating  too  many  walleye  from  Lake  Erie?  No. 
it  is  because  I  think  they  are  a  neat  piece  of  silver  art.  Once  again, 
though,  what  is  the  set  worth?  To  me  as  a  collector,  it  is  worth  more  than 
to  a  dealer,  or  a  non-enameled  silver  art  collector,  or  your  everyman  out 
on  the  street.  But  to  another  enameled  collector,  it  could  turn  into  a 


dogfight  on  who  would  pay  the  most  for  the  set.  Is  the  set  really  worth 
that  much?  If  we  both  wanted  it  equally  the  same  and  had  unlimited 
resources,  the  sky  would  be  the  limit.  If  one  of  us  just  kind  of  wanted  it. 
and  the  other  would  give  his/her  first  bom  for  it  (plus  a  kidney),  guess 
who  would  wind  up  with  it? 

So,  let’s  return  once  again  to  "What’s  it  worth?”  And  "What's  it  really 
worth?1  Is  it  a  matter  of  semantics?  Do  we  really  mean  what  do  we 
want  to  sell  it  for  and  how  much  did  we  pay  for  it  originally?  NO! 
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There  are  a  number  ot  variables  that  come  into  play  with  the  purchase  of 

any  collectible.  These  include  original  price,  production  numbers, 
present  availability,  true  scarcity,  desirability,  and  proximity.  But  with 
out  silver  art  collectors/  community  we  have  one  more  great  unknown  - 
the  MELT.  How  many  of  these  bars/rounds  hit  the  melting  pots  in  the 
great  silver  melt  days  of  the  $50/ounce  silver?  How  many  of  this 
particular  bar  survived  the  MELT?  We  can  be  pretty  secure  with 
production  numbers  of  the  post- MELT  period,  but  those  early  bars  are 
just  too  uncertain.  Could  there  be  a  hoard  of  this  bar  or  that  bar?  That’s 
when  vou  -  the  collector  and/or  invest  -  have  to  decide  this  item  is  worth 
vtX”  amount  of  dollars  to  me  and  accept  that  total  as  the  items’  worth. 

So  when  some  non-collector  asks  you  “What’s  it  worth?”  ask  them 
what  he/she  would  pay  for  it  because  that  is  what  is  it  worth  (to  them). 

This  is  my  last  column.  I’d  like  to  take  this  time  to  thank  all  of  you  for 
your  support  and  encouragement  while  I  was  president. 

Don’t  forget  to  vote. . .  .and  remember  to  order  a  club  bar. 

Once  again,  thank  you.  1  hope  you  have  seen  some  improvement  in  the 
club  or  at  least  that  it  didn't  go  backward  while  l  served  as  your 
president.

Where  Have  All  the  “Great”  Bars  Gone?

We  can  thank  both  J.  Archie  Kidd  and  Thomas  R.  Greathouse  for 
producing  A  Guidebook  of  One  Ounce  .999  Fine  Silver  Art  Bars ,  first 
edition  in  1975.  Oddly  enough,  neither  person  produced  a  silver  art  bar 
back  then.  It  wasn’t  until  the  second  edition  of  the  guidebook  was 
printed  in  3976  that  Archie’s  Bluegrass  Mint  bars  were  produced. 
Greathouse  bars  were  unheard  of  in  the  guidebook  world  until 
publication  of  the  third  edition  in  1979. 

Thomas  R.  and  Nancy  J.  Greathouse  of  Austin,  Texas,  under  the  name  of 
Greathouse  Productions,  were  listed  in  the  1979  publication  as  mmters  of 
those  valuable  bars,  sought  after  by  the  advanced  silver  art  bar  hobbyists 
in  today’s  market.  Greathouse  bars  were  popular  from  their  inception 
and  continued  their  popularity  according  to  silver  bar  gurus.  The  bars’ 
prices  have  continued  to  be  high,  as  evidenced  by  their  values  in  the 
third,  fourth  and  fifth  editions  of  the  guidebook. 

Greathouse  bars  mainly  followed  an  entertainment  theme,  both  in  movie 
and  theater,  along  with  fables  and  fairy  tales. 

Greathouse  Productions  (TRG)  first  bar  listed  in  the  guidebook  is  TRG- 1 
-  Gene  Autry,  Roy  Rogers  &  Dale  Evans,  a  two-sided  bar  struck  in  three 
different  metals,  silver,  aluminum  and  bronze  by  Ron  John  Engraving. 
The  silver  issue  is  valued  at  $28  in  the  third  edition  guidebook.  The  first 
Greathouse  bars  were  serial-numbered,  undated  and  minted  in  1978. 
According  to  the  third  edition,  TRG  produced  40  bars,  all  with  a  mintage 
of  200  or  less.  There  were  1 8  trial  strikes  of  each  die  with  a  Type  4 
reverse.  The  highest  value  set  on  a  bar  at  that  time  was  $40. 

There  were  104  serial-numbered  bars  listed  in  the  fourth  edition,  and  all 
had  a  high  dollar  value  as  well  as  very  low  mintage.  The  highest  amount 
set  on  a  TRG  bar  in  the  fourth  edition  was  $  1 25  Hie  lowest  mintage 
was  10.  Thomas  Greathouse  was  not  affiliated  in  any  capacity  with  the 
fourth  or  fifth  edition  guidebooks. 

Thomas  Greathouse  minted  a  total  of  106  bars  by  the  time  the  fifth 
edition  was  printed  in  1991,  30  of  which  were  cancelled,  and  even  higher 
dollar  amounts  were  set  on  TRG  bars.  The  highest  recorded  bar  in  the 
fifth  edition  is  TRG-4C  -  Edgar  Bergen-Charlie  McCarthy,  valued  at 
$1250.  Interestingly  enough,  there  was  no  value  placed  on  l  RG-4C  in 
the  fourth  edition.  1  often  wonder  if  the  value  of  $1 250  w  as  a

typographical  error.  What  other  explanation  can  be  given  tor  such  a  high 
price  tag9

Another  discovery  is  in  the  fourth  edition.  TRG-7C  (Pastor’s  10th 

Anniversary  )  is  listed,  but  no  value  is  set.  TRG-7C  is  not  listed  in  the 
fifth  edition. 

In  the  fifth  edition,  all  bars  had  high  values;  with  10  bars  over  SI 25  and 
nine  bars  which  well-exceeded  $125. 

Mintages  of  all  TRG  bars  listed  in  the  fifth  edition  are  extremely  low. 

Yet,  to  my  surprise,  lfom  time  to  time,  the  same  person  is  on  eBay 
selling  Greathouse  bars  and  commanding  top  dollar! 

Why  the  high  dollar  amount  put  on  Greathouse  bars  by  the  time  the  4th 
edition  was  published  is  a  mystery.  Even  more  of  a  mystery  is  the 
w  hereabouts  of  Thomas  R.  Greathouse. 


DID  YOU  KNOW? 

Thomas  R.  Greathouse  was  the  publisher  of  Silver  Bar  News  -  a  monthly 
newsletter  that  was  mailed  to  875  members  at  one  point. 

It  was  said  every  bar  TRG  issued  was  a  sell-out.

Patina,  Patina,  Patina

When  we  look  at  our  silver  art  bars,  we  usually  see  shiny  and  bright  silver 
glaring  back  at  us.  Sometimes,  if  we  look  real  close,  we  may  even  see  our  own 
reflection  in  mirror-like  finish  bars.  What  about  those  bars  we’ve  seen  or  may 
have  in  our  own  collections  that  don’t  glimmer;  bars  that  give  off  a  different 
color  altogether  -  patina  bars,  if  you  will? 


Do  you  have  many  patina  bars  in  your  collection?  If  you  do,  look  again  at  those 
bars,  and  hold  on  to  them  as  they  could  not  only  be  valuable,  but  highly 
collectible  in  their  own  right  in  today’s  market,  as  well  as  in  the  future. 

What  is  patina?  Two  of  Merriam-Webster’s  definitions  of  patina  are  1)  a 
usually  green  film  formed  naturally  on  copper  and  bronze  by  long  exposure  or 
artificially  (as  by  acids)  and  often  valued  aesthetically  for  its  color,  and  2)  a 
surface  appearance  of  something  grown  beautiful,  especially  with  age  or  use. 


Will  collectors  buy  and  sell  patina  bars?  It  seems  it  has  already  begun  as  I  have 
read  recently  about  two  different  occasions.  In  the  first,  a  person  selling  silver 
art  bars  advertised  “over  their  30  years  of  life,  bars  have  toned  around  the  front 
edges  in  striking  tones  of  purple,  blue  and  aqua.  Reverses  are  heavily  toned  in 
blue,  pink  and  purple.  They  are  gorgeous.”  The  other  personal  talked  about 
patina  on  a  bar  he  listed  for  sale  by  giving  a  description  of  color  in  deep  purple 
and  blue  patina  He  stated,  “Coins  with  this  patina  sell  for  very  high  dollars. 
Some  folks  appreciate  original  toning  and  expect  to  see  it  on  many  of  the  items 
that  are  10  or  15  years  old.”  Could  this  be  the  start  to  quite  a  different  avenue  in 
collecting  silver  art  bars  or  any  coins,  for  that  matter,  if  patina  exists? 


A  question  I’ve  had  from  the  beginning  is  whether  silver  art  bars  should  be 
cleaned,  restoring  their  original  luster  and  beauty,  or  does  this  devalue  a  bar? 
I’ve  read  that  it  is  acceptable  to  clean  silver  art  bars  with  liquid  silver  cleaners, 
using  certain  techniques.  Here  are  the  techniques.  Dip  in  liquid  silver  cleaner, 
rinse  in  water,  than  pat  dry  immediately  with  a  soft,  clean  cloth.  Speaking  of 
cloths,  silver  cloths  are  not  recommended.  It  seems  the  heavy  polishing  cloths 
can  blemish  and  may  even  scratch  the  silver.  The  same  holds  true  with  silver 
pastes  and  rouges. 


I  used  to  think  shiny  was  better  until  I  discovered  ‘patina.’  Just  think,  folks,  it 
may  take  some  thirty  years  for  a  surface  appearance  of  beauty  in  color  to  occur 
on  a  bar,  thus  possibly  adding  to  a  bar’s  value  aesthetically.  Some  thirty  years 
have  passed  since  bar  collecting  began.  Do  we  have  what  some  people  say  is 
wonderful  patina  on  our  collectible  bars? 


Maybe  it’s  a  personal  preference,  and  one  that  can  change,  no  doubt,  as  l  will 
reconsider  cleaning  wonderful  patina  an  old  bar  may  possess  although  bright 
and  shiny  bars  still  are  and  will  always  be  quite  beautiful! 
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Anatomy  of  Deceptive  Marketing

l  wish  to  thank  Stephanie  O’Neil  for  the  really  excellent  job  in  researching  the 
American  Royal  Mint  bars  Since  we,  as  silver  and  gold  collectors,  are  always 
dealing  with  these  precious  metals,  it  is  good  to  review  tactics  used  in  deceptive 
marketing  Now  that  we  have  ARM  bars  and  Chattanooga  Coin  Co.  as  an 
example,  thanks  to  Stephanie,  we  can  examine  things  a  little  closer. 

ARM  and  Chattanooga  Coin  Co  have  two  laws  that  they  have  to  deal  with  that 
pertain  to  the  manufacture  of  products  made  from  or  containing  silver  or  gold 
First,  the  ‘Hallmark’  regulations,  and  second,  ‘Fraud’  regulations  They  have  to 
dance  around  these  two  sets  of  rules  in  order  to  deceive  the  purchaser. 

Hallmark  regulations  require  that  the  purity  be  stamped  on  any  item  that 
contains  a  precious  metal  In  the  case  of  the  ARM  bars,  they  do  this  by  stating, 
“Contains  1 5  grains  of  .999  fine  silver.”  The  operative  word  here  is  ‘contains.’ 
Contains  translated  means  the  bar  being  sold  is  plated  or  alloyed  For  math 
purposes,  there  are  480  grains  to  a  troy  ounce  Fifteen  grains  is  equal  to  3%  of  a 
troy  ounce,  meaning  their  bars  are  97%  base  metal!  By  wording  the  hallmark  in 
this  manner,  they  seek  to  give  the  consumer  the  impression  that  the  entire  bar  is 
made  of  pure  silver  and  it  has  a  total  of  1 5  grains.  Always  read  the  hallmarks 
carefully. 

Next  problem  is  fraud  in  marketing.  Again  the  wording  has  to  be  made  in  such 
a  manner  as  to  avoid  outright  fraud,  yet  get  the  consumer  to  believe  something 
that  it's  not  Chattanooga  Coin  Co.  manages  this  in  writing  their  ads  they  way 
they  did  Keep  in  mind  deceptive  marketing  is  not  illegal.  Fraud  is  A  large 
laundry  soap  company  ran  an  ad  saying  “New  and  Improved’  and  raised  their 
price  to  almost  double.  When  an  investigation  of  the  product  was  made,  it  was 
found  that  the  big  improvement  was  the  shape  of  the  box.  The  court  ruled  in 
favor  of  the  soap  company  because  they  didn’t  commit  fraud 

In  the  case  of  ARM  bars,  Chattanooga  worded  their  ad  to  read  first  the  ingots 
were  1-oz  The  use  of  the  word  ingot  is  rarely  seen  except  in  reference  to 
precious  metals.  Next  they  referred  to  the  first  part  of  the  hallmark  -  .999  fine 
silver.  Next  they  described  the  minting  process  -  ‘proof.’  Then  they  went  back 
to  the  last  part  of  the  hallmark  -  1 5  grains.  Finally  they  completed  the  sentence 
by  saying  the  bar  was  placed  in  a  sleeve.  All  this  just  to  give  the  purchaser  the 
impression  they  were  buying  a  999  fine  silver  bar.  Always  read  the  ads  very 
closely.  When  you  hear  ‘Limited  Edition  -  only  30  firing  days”  you  may  want 
to  consider  how  many  furnaces  they’re  using  and  how  long  it  takes  to  fire  it.
